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Ambulance Service Hurt 


By Non-Paying Patients

More than 40 percent of the persons using Crawford 
County’s ambulances are not paying for the service putting 
the operation in the red. 

Ambulance Corps director Tony Doremire wili be meet- 
ing with Grayling Mercy Hospital administrators, who have 
offered to try to help the county cut down on the non-payment 
percentage which has averaged 40 percent the last two years. 

The Sheriff Dept. clerk who handles the ambulance 
billings has also recently attended a workshop to learn more 
about collecting fees through insurance companies and 
government assistance programs. 


The Crawford County Board of Commissioners are also 


considering rate increases. Currently, Crawford County 
charges $35 a base fee for an emergency run with a $1.50 a 
loaded mile additional charge. Board chairperson Jeannette 
Kitchen said our county charges the lowest rate around. 
Sheriff Joe White said Roscommon County charges $65 for a 
base fee and $2 a loaded mile. 

Crawford County places $10 from each ambulance run 
payment into a special fund to purchase ambulances. The 
special fund had only about $20,000 in it of the approximately 
$35,000 needed to buy a new ambulance in April. 

“People should know that by not paying their ambulance 
bill they’re jeopardizing ambulance services,” Kitchen said. 


the commissioners supported a resolution from the Ogemaw 
County commissioners opposing a proposed $120 fee assessed 
on all railroad crossings. The Detroit & Mackinac Railroad in 
cooperation with the Michigan Dept. of Transportation is 
proposing a $120 yearly fee be assessed for all railroad 
crossings. 

Crawford County commissioners oppose the idea 
because the crossings have been considered public access for 
years and there are a lot of both public and private crossings 
in Crawford County.

If the county wishes to lease the 
cars again for two more yearly contracts, the cars would 
then be sold to the county for $1. Sheriff White said the lease

A county freeze on all new 
hiring will leave the Sheriff 
Dept. a deputy short of their 
current staff after Jan. 13. 

Sheriff Joe White asked 
county commissioners at 
their regular meeting Dec. 
29 about replacing a deputy 
leaving Jan. 13, and the 
board of commissioners did 
not act to change their freeze 
order. 

“What can you do when 
you don’t have any money,” 
said commissioner Mary 
Harland. ‘‘The economy is 
forcing us to stop spen- 
ding.” 

Commissioner Don Welser 
said it doesn’t make any sen- 
se to make a motion one 
week and turn around to 


change it the next week. 
White said he realizes 
there’s only so much money, 
but over Christmas weekend 
more than 250 people were 
stranded on I-75 and some- 
one has to help these peopie, 


“This isn’t a business 
where you can just shut your 
lights off and say ‘sorry, 
we're Gused,” V he'said. 

The sheriff department 
currently has ten road of- 
ficers, one marine and snow- 
mobile officer, one detec- 
tive, an undersheriff, and 
sheriff. Everyday usually 
seven road officers work - 
two from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m., 
three from 4 p.m. to mid- 
night, and two from mid- 
night to 8 a.m. In 1982, the 


sheriff dept. spent $17,000 for 
overtime. 

White said his department 
still is reduced by lay-offs a 
few years ago, and can not 
absorb another loss of a 
deputy with a large encamp- 
ment of national guard ex- 


pected this year. The freeze - 


calls for no new hiring until 
August. ; 
White also told com- 
missioners the freeze on 
wage increases isn’t fair for 
non-union personnel. A 
recent raise to five union 
command officers in the 
sheriff dept. puts their base 
salary $1800 higher than the

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THE TRIUNE Gop 
I John 5:7 


“For there are three that 
bear record in heaven, the 
Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost: and these three 
are one.” I John 6:7. This 
verse which so clearly 
teaches the divine trinity, is 
the most hated, slandered 
and abused verse in the 
Bible. Satan hates it because 
it clearly places our Lord 
Jesus Christ in the exalted 
position he desires. The cults 
and liberals hate it because 
they do not want to recognize 
Jesus Christ as God. The 
printers of new Bibles omit 
this verse more frequently 
than any other verse. 

The history of this sacred 
scripture even predates the 
oldest Bible manuscripts 
used to cast doubt upon it. 
Cyprian of Carthage wrote in 
200 A.D., “And again con- 
cerning the Father and the 
Son and the Holy Spirit it is 
written: and the Three are 
One.” Although the trinity is 
taught in dozens of verses, 
only I John 5:7 makes that 
clear statement quoted by 
Cyprian as scripture. There 
is much evidence from the 
4th and 5th centuries for 
support. It is quoted by 
many church fathers. It is 
contained in the Old Latin 
text of scriptures. 

The Roman Catholic chur- 
ch dropped I John 5:7 by 
adopting Jerome’s Latin 
Vulgate in the 4th century. 
They added it back to the 
Bible around 800 A.D. It is 
my understanding that in 
some of the new Catholic 
Bibles, it is again dropped or 
discredited. 

Early century heresies 
were probably responsible 


ne 
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for the enol ot I Joh 5: 7 
from many early manu- 
scripts. Sabellianism denied 
the distinct separate identity 
of 3 persons in the Godhead. 
Later, Arianism denied that 
Jesus Christ is God, but in- 
sisted He was only a created 
being like the angels. 
Although Arianism was 


stamped out by the 6th cen- . 


tury, it has been revived in 
the 20th century by the Wat- 
ch Tower Bible & Tract 
Society, or Jehovah Wit- 
nesses. Their Bible is based 
upon Arian influenced manu- 
scripts, just as many of the 
other new Bible versions 
are, 

By divine providential pre- 
servation, the reformation 
was sparked by the use of 
Bibles which exalted I John 
5:7 as divine scripture. Dur- 
ing 19th century 
Rationalism, Westcott and 
Hort used naturalistic 
reasoning to deny the 
authority of this verse. 
Modern protestant scholar- 
ship has followed their 
leadership and omitted the 
verse from the new Bibles. 

Personally, I would as 
soon abandon the entire 
Bible as reject the divine 
authority of I John 5:7. It is 


pure truth. The contest is in- § 


complete without it. It is 
necessary for grammatical 
regularity. It supports the 


theological consensus of the : 


doctrine of Christ, that He is 
truly God. Finally, the Holy 
Spirit bears witness with my 
spirit that I John 5:7 is the 
very inspired Word of God.

Babson’s 1984 
Forecast 


less of a plus for home buying than it was during much of the 
past two years. Hence, Babson’s forecast is for new private non- 
farm housing starts to average around 1.7 million in the year 
ahead, approximating the achievement for 1983. 


EMPLOYMENT-PERSONAL INCOME 

During the first half of 1983 there was only a minuscule 
downward shading in the unemployment rate. This was a point 
of vocal discontent among the jobless and the Administration's 
critics. The unemployment rate was, and still is, serious indeed, 
but those who equated the painstakingly slow improvement with 
an emaciated economy blithely overlooked the healthy, unmis- 
takable uptrend in nonfarm employment totals, month after 
month. Babson’s foresees a continuation of the favorable em- 
ployment climate. Look for nonfarm employment to move higher 
in 1984 on the strength of a broader roster of industries sharing 
in the economy's expansion, However, it will be difficult to 
duplicate the sparkling performance in which substantive and 
virtually uninterrupted monthly employment gains were racked 


-up in 1983. The encouraging, and surprisingly distinct, reduction 


in the jobless rate over the second half of 1983 also will be diffi- 
cult to repeat in 1984. However, some downward shading is 
likely, and the unemployment rate will average 712%. 

High levels of employment and expected wage hikes should 
enable personal income to trend higher in 1984. Indeed, Bab- 
son’s expectation is that the year-to-year gains in personal in- 
come will average higher than the achievements of 1983. More- 
over, with the final part of the three-stage federal income tax 

cut for individuals in effect for full 1984 — versus only a half 
year in 1983 — the advance in take-home pay will be even more 
substantive. However, there is some question as to the degree of 
betterment in real buying power, as inflation is currently expec- 
ted to be up at least moderately in 1984. Nevertheless, personal 
income should be a plus for consumer confidence. 
CONSUMER AND GOVERNMENT SPENDING 

Although spotty at times early in the year, retail trade was a 
vital force helping to lift the economy in 1983. The superb Christ- 
mas selling season mirrored heightened consumer confidence. 
While some of the pent-up demand was satiated during the past 
year’s buying, the optimistic personal income-employment 
scenario we envision for 1984 will be more than equal to the task. 
of boosting retail trade 10% over 1983. 

Another source of vitality for the economy in 1984 will be 
government expenditures. An important aspect will be outlays 
for defense, which will spur demand for manpower and raw 
materials. But there will be increased expenditures for a wide 
range of basic services at the federal level also. 

CORPORATE PROFITS — DIVIDENDS 

The strong business recovery produced a snapback in cor- 
porate profits in 1983. However, benefits of cost-cutting and 
productivity-enbancement programs initiated during the 
recession heightened profitability, enabling the past year to rack 


up an estimated 15% gain in corporate profits after taxes. We - 


forecast an even more impressive advance in net corporate 
profits — up as much as 25% in 1984, Babson’s forecast is for 
more liberal dividend disbursements in 1984. There will be in- 
stances of dividend hikes and extras over the year ahead. 

FARM OUTLOOK 

The nation’s farm sector is still deeply beset by problems. 
However, a ray of light did appear in some sectors in 1983. With 
some easing in the ultra-strong U.S. dollar likely in 1984, slightly 
better farm exports could develop. This could nudge overal!} farm 
prices somewhat higher and make for further moderate recovery 
in farm incomes. But many farmers are still in deep financial 
trouble, and farm surpluses remain burdensome e.pespite 1983's © 
disastrous crop outturn. 

INFLATION — PRICES 

Despite the strong business recovery, inflation remained 
very tolerable and of the “creeping” variety in 1983. There were 
only upward shadings early on, but the trend bent more notice- 
ably upward later in the year. However, brisker demand ranging 
from raw materials to finished goods is bound to spawn a wider ° 
array of price markups and boosts in costs over the coming year. 
Babson’s predicts that monthly advances in the Consumer Price 
Index will average around 514% in 1984, less commendable than 
in 1983, but of only moderate intensity. 

Still generally adequate supplies of materials and productive 
capacity will prevent runaway industrial prices in 1984, but 
quotes will be higher. Although key farm carryovers are still 
burdensome, the effects of the drought last summer presage 
hikes of varying degree in agricultural and food prices {parti- 
cularly livestock and meat), 

INTEREST RATES — MONEY & CREDIT 

Early 1984 months, and perhaps to midyear, could see some 
slippage in short-term interest rates of around 1%-2%, but look 
for a flip back thereafter, Overall, not much change in either 
short- or long-term rates, Babson’s expects the Federal Reserve 
to continue to balance its monetary policy between reasortable 
business credit needs and keeping the lid on inflationary 
pressures, a course dictated by prospects of substantial federal 
budget deficits in coming years. 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS 

1983 was a touchy year for the U.S. on the foreign affairs 
front. While Babson’s foresees some modest easing of tensions, 
the numerous sectors of raw sensitivity abroad render dramatic 
betterment unlikely. Recently chilled U.S.-Soviet relations are 
not likely to degenerate into an open break, but. commencement 
of serious talks on nuclear and conventional arms limitation 
reduction.must also be viewed as remote. There will be improve- 
ment in foreign trade, but in view of the languid economic 
recovery abroad, progress in this arena may also be only 
moderate, The task of materially lifting American exports is 
exacerbated by the strong dolar, but this factor could at least 
ease somewhat in 1984, 

STOCK AND BOND OUTLOOK 

Despite an advance of more than 250 points on the Dow 
Jones industrial average during 1983, the stock market was 
sluggish at times and beset by strong crosscurrents. Over much 
of the year investors worried about the possible effects of loom- 
ing massive federal deficits. Nevertheless, the stock market did 


advance into new high ground with plenty of room to spare. The _ 


DJIA paraded past the 1200 mark and near year's end had the 
1300 level dead in'sight. What can the market do for an encore in 
1984? Basically, Babson’s Reports is still optimistic over 
prospects for the year ahead. At this point, it is premature to 
think in terms of an imminent reversal of the uptrend which 
began in August of 1982. Babson’s feels that there is still 
significant headway to be made over the year ahead. For the 
record, our forecast is for stock prices to trend higher in 1984 
with the Dow Jones industrial average fluctuating between 1150 
on the lower end of the year’s range and 1450 on the upside. If 
stronger than currently expected momentum develops, the 
DJIA could even be thrust into the 1500 area. An important 
premise for our optimism is the forecast that investor confidence 
will be heightened by expectations that corporate profits will 
experience signal betterment quantitatively and qualitatively. A 
strong re-election bid by President Reagan and reasonably well- 
confined levels of inflation and interest rates are also central to 
sustained investor confidence. 

Thus, Babson’s recommends adhering to an investment policy 
which is primarily optimistic. Investors can still find good values

Snowmobliers Banned From Ski Area 


It is unlawful to operate a snowmobile within the 26 miles 
of ski trails at the Hanson Park, park manager Howard 
Taylor reminds snow machine operators. 

Taylor said Michigan law prohibits snowmobilers from 
driving within 100 feet of designated ski, sled, and skating 
areas. In addition, all the trails at Hanson Park are being 
posted. Taylor said the boundaries at the park off limits to 
snowmobilers are basically the main park area, M-93, Mili- 
tary Road, Four Mile Road, and the game club property. 

Taylor said snowmobilers are welcome to use the main 
park driveway to drive to the lodge, but snowmobiles can not 
go beyond the parking lot. 


He said the park is having problems with violators and 
park personnel are signing complaints with the DNR or 
Sheriff Dept. to have snowmobilers prosecuted.

Workfare Utility Shutoff 
Clears Legislature 

During the final minutes of the 
1983 logislati ve session, the Legisia- 
ture completed action on a bill 
authorizing the expenditure of $44.6 
million for a welfare recipient educa- 
tion and job training program and 
heating assistance programs, in- 
cluding utility shutoff protection 
and weatherization. 

The act, besides $42.6 million for 
the Department of Social Services, 
allows another $2 million for the 
Department of Natural Resources to 
begin funding the conservation 
corps program upon passage of 
separate legislation. 

The bill has already cleared the 
House and is expected to get early 
action in the Senate in 1984. 

The program includes $10 million 
for a revamped Michigan Oppor- 
tunity and Skills Training (MOST) 
program, an Operation Self-Reliance 
program at $13.1 million for an 18- 
month pilot program, a $1 million 
private employer incentive plan and 
the $2 million for the conservation 
corps. 

The state money being spent also 
allows the capture of an additional 
$20.5 million in federal funds. 

The utility portion authorizes $6 
million for AFDC heating. shutoff 
protection, $9 million for weatheri- 
zation and an additional $7.5 million 
for paying electric bills for heating 
purpose.
